DEDICATION 

This  Town  Report  is  respectfully  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Col- 
onel William  R,  Clough  in  recognition  of  his  many  years  of  selfless 
devotion  to  the  town  of  Alton. 

Before  his  military  career  he  acted  as  fire  warden  and  foreman  of 
of  water  projects,  health  officer,  and  member  of  the  Budget  Committee. 
During  World  War  11  he  served  in  the  European  Theatre.  Following 
his  retirement  from  active  duty  on  July  1,  1963,  he  returned  to  Alton 
where  he  served  as  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  member  of  the 
Planning  Board  (8  years),  and  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission. 

He  also  completed  a  comprehensive  study  of  roads  and  highways 
in  Alton  from  the  1700's  to  present  time,  as  well  as  a  study  of  the 
acquisition  and  sale  of  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  property.  He  as- 
sisted the  Selectmen's  office  in  return  of  layouts  for  new  roads,  the 
town  clerk  in  research  and  preservation  of  records,  and  the  Planning 
Board  after  expiration  of  his  own  terms. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  town  of  Alton  by  Colonel  Clough  is  at  least 
four-fold:  Through  painstaking  research  he  illuminated  much  of  the 
history  of  the  town.  His  skill  and  technical  knowledge  became  inval- 
uable to  every  department  of  town  management.  Anticipating  the  fu- 
ture he  worked  to  establish  the  ideal  of  what  a  community  might  be- 
come. In  all  aspects  of  public  affairs  he  endeavored,  with  candor 
and  diligence,  to  preserve  the  American  way  of  life. 

The  people  of  Alton  are  proud  to  honor  this  distinguished  citizen.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  ALTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Alton  Fire  Department  has  had  another  busy  year  in  1982. 
The  number  of  fire  calls  was  down,  which  is  good.  At  this  time  we 
have  a  full  roster  of  fire  fighters.  The  department  trains  twice  a 
month  plus  two  all  day  sessions  spring  and  fall.  We  were  fortunate 
this  year  to  receive  valuable  training  and  assist  the  Alton  Bay  Camp- 
ground also  when  they  needed  three  cottages  removed  from  Route  11. 
These  were  burned  down  at  an  all  day  training  in  which  43  of  our  45 
men  were  present.  Your  department  has  an  excellent  response  record, 
is  enthusiastic  and  hardworking.    We  can  be  proud  of  them  all. 

This  year  we  were  fortunate  to  find  a  1956  Mack  ladder  truck  and 
matcWng  pumper,  both  in  excellent  condition.  They  were  purchased 
for  $22,000.00  for  the  pair.  The  new  vehicles  were  put  in  service  in 
May  and  we  later  sold  our  previous  ladder  truck  at  public  auction.  We 
appreciate  the  support  of  the  community  at  this  past  town  meeting 
and  cooperation  of  the  Fire  Wards,  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Budget 
Committee  in  acquiring  these  fine  pieces  of  equipment. 

Four  of  our  members  will  be  retiring  this  year  and  I  would  like  to 
honor  them  for  their  contribution  to  the  department: 

Rawland  Dore  joined  the  department  in  1947  and  has  served  as 
its  secretary  since  1952.  We  want  to  thank  him  for  his  long  ser- 
vice and  for  taking  care  of  this  most  important  part  of  the  depart- 
ment records. 

Capt.  Edward  Gustafson,  on  the  department  since  1956  has  been 
a  much  valued  member  at  our  West  Alton  Station.  He  has  also 
been  the  steward  at  that  station  smce  it  was  built.  We  appreci- 
ate all  the  years  that  he  has  been  with  us. 

Charles  Woollett,  has  been  a  member  of  the  department  since  1952 
and  has  served  as  the  steward  of  the  Alton  Bay  station  for  a  good 
many  years.  We  thank  him  for  his  faithful  service  to  the  depart- 
ment through  the  years. 

Lt.  Walter  Thumm  has  aided  us  at  our  Central  Station  in  many  spe- 
cial projects.  He  was  instrumental  in  the  development  of  our  first 
ladder  company  and  we  creait  him  for  its  success.  His  expertise 
with  the  machinery  and  his  concern  for  the  department  will  be 
missed.    Our  sincere  appreciation  for  his  contribution. 
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The  Alton  Fire  Department  sponsored  the  2nd  Annual  Old  Home 
Week  this  past  August.  It  was  another  success  and  culminated  fol- 
lowing a  great  deal  of  planning  begun  in  January.  As  part  of  Old 
Home  Week,  a  Clean-up  Campaign  was  initiated  by  the  committee 
resulting  in  a  proclamation  by  the  Selectmen  for  a  Clean-up  Week 
and  the  cooperation  of  all  the  towns'  citizens,  groups  and  qivic  or- 
ganizations. It  is  hoped  this  will  continue  as  a  beautification  for  all 
town  property  and  buildings.  Plans  are  now  underway  for  the  3rd 
Annual  Old  Home  Week.

ALTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

If  there  is  one  thing  that  your  Police  Department  would  like  to 
stress,  more  than  anything  else,  it  would  be  for  people  to  call  us  when 
they  have  a  complaint  or  think  they  have  witnessed  a  crime  being  com- 
mitted. 

Many  crimes  go  unreported  because  citizens  fail  to  call  the  Police. 
Sometimes  it  is  for  fear  of  reprisal,  but  most  often  because,  "We  did 
not  want  to  call  because  we  knew  that  you  were  probably  busy  and 
we  didn't  want  to  bother  you."  Even  if  you  have  called  before  about 
the  same  thing,  call  again.  Often  no  action  can  be  taken  by  the  of- 
ficer in  answer  to  your  complaint  until  he  hears  or  sees  the  violation 
himself  or  you  are  willing  to  sign  a  complaint  and  appear  in  court. 

There  are  times  when  due  to  particular  circumstances  an  officer 
cannot  act  because  the  law  as  it  is  written  does  not  allow  him  to. 
In  some  instances  people  feel  that  the  police  are  not  doing  their  job, 
not  realizing  that  we  are  bound  by  the  law. 
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I  know  from  the  past  two  years  that  I  have  been  your  Chief,  that 
many  incidents  are  observed  and  not  reported  until  later.  Sometimes 
during  a  conversation  of  another  matter,  or  during  small  talk,  some- 
one will  tell  you  that  they  saw  or  heard  something  but  didn't  want  to 
bother  calling.  No  matter  how  insignificant  you  feel  the  call  is,  if 
it's  important  enough  that  you  think  of  calling  the  Police,  call,  some- 
thing has  made  you  suspicious. 

While  small  town  police  have  been  sometimes  stereotyped,  vast 
improvements  have  been  made  to  update,  educate  and  professional- 
ize the  small  department.  Ninety  percent  of  the  40,000  law  enforec- 
ment  agencies  in  the  United  States  employ  fewer  than  ten  persons. 
They  comprise  39%  of  the  law  enforcement  agencies  in  the  United 
States.    Your  police  department  is  one  of  those. 

Every  year  officers  attend  courses  to  update  and  educate  them- 
selves. Did  you  know  that  our  officers  not  only  make  the  arrest,  but 
are  responsible  to  do  the  complaint,  write  the  report  and  then  follow 
it  through  the  court  by  answering  the  Motion's  from  the  defendant's 
attorney,  preparing  the  case  for  court  and  then  trying  the  case  before 
the  court  against  an  attorney  with  maybe  ten  or  more  years  of  exper- 
ience. 

All  of  this  and  more  is  done  because  the  officers  of  this  depart- 
ment are  professional.  They  are  lawyer,  medic,  psychologist,  clergy, 
friend,  father,  husband  and  sons.  They  are  people  just  like  you  who 
have  a  job  to  do  and  do  it  the  best  they  can.  They  have  chosen  a 
profession  which  is  dedicated  to  "SERVE  AND   PROTECT." 

The  LAW  ENFORCEMENT  CODE  OF  ETHICS  says  in  part,  "As 
a  LAW  ENFORCEMENT  OFFICER,  my  fundamental  duty  is  to  serve 
mankind;  to  safe— guard  lives  and  property;  to  protect  the  innocent 
against  deception;  the  weak  against  oppression  or  intimidation  and 
the  peaceful  against  violence  or  disorder;  and  to  respect  the  Con- 
stitutional rights  of  all  men  to  liberty,  equality  and  justice." 

The  members  of  this  department  thank  you  for  your  continued  sup- 
port and  a  special  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  who  have  the 
foresight   to  help  in  establishing   a  professional   police  department. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  various  departments  who  aided  us 
throughout  the  year,  their  help  in  time  of  need  is  greatly  appreciated.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  had  an  extremely  active  1982. 
We  were  sorry  to  see  several  hardworking  members  leave,  but  have 
been  fortunate  in  having  equally  knowledgeable  new  members  come 
aboard. 

The  bulk  of  our  activities  this  past  year  has  resulted  from  our  stat- 
utory responsibility  of  reviewing  applications  to  the  Wetlands  Board. 
This  involves  not  only  discussion  at  Conservation  Commission  meet- 
ings, but  also  on— site  inspections,  correspondence  and  meetings  with 
property  owners,  and  occaislonal  trips  to  Concord  for  public  hearings. 
And  although  we  are  neither  watchdogs  nor  an  enforcement  body,  we 
do  work  in  conjunction  with  the  Wetlands  Board  in  monitoring  viola- 
tions of  the  State's  water  protection  statutes. 

Our  second  major  effort  this  year  has  been  to  present  a  professional 
Wetlands  Survey  of  Alton  to  the  town.     This  will   provide  a  valuable 
land  use  tool  to  the  several  boards  in  town  and,  we  hope,  will  pro- 
vide the  basis  for  adoption  of  a  Wetlands  Ordinance  in  the  near  future. 

It  is  also  noteworthy  that  the  Conservation  Commission  has  re- 
quested approval  of  an  operating  budget  for  the  first  time.  This  should 
not  be  viewed  as  an  additional  town  expense,  but  a  positive  reflec- 
tion of  an  active  body.

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ALTON  CABLE  TELEVISION  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

The  1982  Alton  Town  Meeting,  under  Article  26,  voted  to  author- 
ize the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  grant  one  or  more  franchises  to  operate 
a  cable  television  system  in  the  Town  of  Alton.  The  Board  of  Select- 
men appointed  a  seven  member  study  committee  to  gather  information, 
contact  interested  companies,  and  ultimately  make  recommendations 
as  to  the  company  or  companies  best  suited  to  the  interests  of  the 
Town  of  Alton. 

The  Alton  Cable  Television  Study  Committee  held  it's  first  meet- 
ing on  April  12,1982.  It  was  determined  that  the  Committee  would 
proceed  in  gathering  information  by  studying  the  cable  television  in- 
dustry in  general  and  specifically  by  contacting  a  number  of  neigh- 
boring and  area  communities  with  an  existing  franchise  or  who  were 
working  on  a  franchise  agreement.  The  contacts  with  these  commu- 
nities proved  to  be  valuable  sources  of  information. 

In  July,  requests  for  submission  of  initial  proposals  were  sent  to 
a  number  of  companies  based  locally  in  various  parts  of  the  country. 
On  September  20,  1982,  the  final  date  for  submission,  three  compa- 
nies had  responded;  Union  Telephone  Company,  Farmington,N.H.; 
Abitronics,  New  Durham,  N,  H.;  and  Community  TV  Corporation, 
Laconia,  N.H.  Several  meetings  were  then  held  with  these  companies. 

On  November  6,  1982  a  Public  Forum  was  held  by  the  Selectmen 
and  the  Study  Committee.  A  brief  presentation  was  given  by  each  of 
the  three  companies,  followed  by  a  question  and  answer  period.  The 
Committee  found  the  public  input  very  useful.  Following  the  Public 
Forum  a  number  of  issues  were  studied  in  more  depth. 

Requests  for  submission  of  final  proposals  were  made  on  January 
12,  1983  to  be  returned  by  February  2,  1983.  At  that  time,  the  Com- 
mittee will  study  each  proposal  submitted  amd  make  a  recommendation 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

The  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  continued  working  with 
the  Planning  Board  on  updating  its  Master  Plan.

I  am  a  member  of  the  Commission's 
Legislative  Committee,  which  has  made  proposals  to  regulate  nui- 
sance boating.      Juliet   has   coordinated   the   master   planning   effort. 

The  Commission  has  maintained  an  active  regional  planning  pro- 
gram. Most  important  was  its  work  on  solid  waste  districts.  The 
LRPC  worked  closely  with  the  Legislature  to  replace  a  mandatory 
districting  process  with  one  that  allows  iowns  to  maintain  control 
over  its  current  facilities.  The  Commission  also  worked  on  a  Tourism 
Plan  with  the  intent  to  help  upgrade  the  region  as  an  attractive  and 
prosperous  tourism  area.

ALTON  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  seven  member  Planning  Board  is  elected  and  is  currently  made 
up  of  five  women,  one  man  and  the  Selectman  Representative.  The 
Board  meets  most  Monday  nights  at  7:30  P.M.  at  the  Alton  Town  Hall. 
Most  meetings  are  open  to  the  public. 

This  year  the  Board  considered  18  subdivision  proposals  with  ap- 
proval of  95  lots  involving  238  acres.  Fees  received  amounted  to 
$2,451.66  that  was  returned  to  the  general  fund  to  help  defray  ex- 
penses. 

The  new  Master  Plan  is  progressing  satisfactorily  and  we  hope  to 
complete  it  this  coming  year.  The  Land  Use  Map  is  finished  and  var- 
ious other  maps  and  charts  will  be  finished  soon.  Accurate  and  com- 
plete vital  statistics  are  now  being  kept  on  an  ongoing  basis. 

A  number  of  amendments  to  our  existing  Zoning  Ordinance,  includ- 
ing provisions  for  "Housing  for  the  Elderly"  have  been  proposed  for 
the  Town  Meeting  Ballot.

Alton  is  on  the  move!  Surprisingly,  in  these  depressed  times,  Alton 
continues  to  show  a  good  gain  in  new  home  building  starts  and  this 
helps  our  tax  rate. 

We  have  resolved  a  number  of  long  pending  items,  particularly  those 
concerned  with  our  roads  in  determining  easements,  ownership,  layout 
and  related  problems.  This  Board  is  adhering  strictly  to  our  regula- 
tions relative  to  the  acceptance  of  private  roads  and  are  making  real 
progress  in  upgrading  and  maintaining  present  ones.  However,  as  a 
Board,  we  are  equally  convinced  that  material  economics  can  be  real- 
ized thru  a  better  utilization  of  the  Highway  Department  and  a  closer 
scrutiny  of  their  fuel  consumption,  purchases,  repair  of  equipment 
costs  and  overall  management 

While  a  town  is  not  a  profit  making  organization,  the  same  principles 
of  management  can  apply  and  this  administration,  with  the  capable 
help  of  Mrs.  Wood,  Mrs.  Keay  and  Mrs.  McKenna,  is  dedicated  to  fur- 
ther improving  the  efficiency  of  our  office  by  utilizing  good  manage- 
ment techniques  and  more  efficient  office  proceedures.  Our  regular 
Board  meetings  are  every  Monday  night  but  we  also  meet  most  Wed- 
nesdays, Thursdays  and  occaisionally  Saturday  mornings. 

Our  legal  costs  have  been  very  high  and  we  expect  that  to  continue 
and  even  increase  in  this  day  of  special  interest  groups,  liberal  courts 
and  the  general  attitude  toward  law  enforcement.  The  legal  costs  of 
negotiating  with  the  Highway  Departments  Union  have  been  particu- 
larly high  and  that  issue  is  presently  at  impasse.  (Or  "is  still  un- 
resolved"-depending  on  what  happens  by  Town  Meeting.) 

As  a  Board,  we  believe  firmly  in  establishing  active  committees 
to  make  recommendations  to  us  and  we  wish  to  sincerely  thank  the 
many  citizens  who  have  donated  their  time,  expertise  and  efforts  in 
providing  guidance  to  the  Selectmen. 

We  particularly  wish  to  note  the  efforts  of  the  Cable  T.V.  Commit- 
tee, Parks  and  Playgrounds,  Wages  and  Salary  Board  and  Conserva- 
tion Committee,  This  year  we  plan  to  be  working  more  closely  with 
our  newly  established  Sidewalk  Committee.  We  also  wish  to  give 
special  thanks  to  those  committees  or  boards  established  by  law,  such 
as  the  Budget  Committee,  Planning  Board  and  Board  of  Adjustment. 
All  of  these  people  contribute  greatly  without  compensation.  We  sim- 
ply could  not  be  effective  without  them  and  earnestly  ask  that  each 
citizen  examine  his  or  her  conscience  and  then  volunteer  to  pitch  in 
to  help  make  Alton  an  even  better  community,

Annual  Report 

A  total  of  7414  home  visits  were  made  by  the  staff  of  the  Visiting 
Nurse  Association  to  520  residents  of  our  service  area.  The  overall 
increase  in  visits  is  due  to  many  factors,  including  earlier  hospital 
discharge,  greater  av^/areness  of  our  services  by  the  general  public 
and  increasing  co-operative  efforts  and  referrals  between  home  health 
care  providers.  Federal  regulations  to  attempt  to  contain  hospital 
costs  are  now  in  effect  and  will  result  in  even  greater  utilization  of 
Home  Health  Services. 

Home  Health  Care  has  always  been  the  primary  function  of  this 
Agency,  but  Comminuty  Services  and  Clinics  are  consuming  an  in- 
creasing amount  of  Staff  time.  Adult  Health  Screening  Clinics,  in 
co-operation  with  local  Lions'  Clubs;  Blood  Pressure  Screenings; 
and  our  Well  Child  Clinic  Program  have  proviced  health  services  to 
an  additional   1067  individuals  in  the  past  year. 

In  December  we  were  able  to  offer  dental  cleaning  and  flouride 
application  to  children  enrolled  in  our  Well  Child  Clinic  Program  for 
the  first  time.  These  children  will  be  scheduled  to  receive  this  treat- 
ment every  six  months. 

Through  contracts  and  co-operative  agreements  we  have  provided 
services  to  residents  of  The  Ledges,  and  to  the  WIC  Program  of 
Southern  Carroll  County,  the  Wolfeboro  Area  Children's  Center,  the 
Wolfeboro  Senior  Citizen's  Group,  Hospice  of  Southern  Carroll  County, 
school  children  of  Alton,  Wakefield,  and  the  Governor  Wentworth  Re- 
gional School  District,  Carroll  County  Mental  Health,  Carroll  County 
Health  and  Home  Care  Services,  and  Lakes  Region  Community  Health 
Care.  These  co-operative  services  are  cost  effective  for  all  pro- 
grams and  result  in  increased  services  for  a  greater  number  of  res- 
idents. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  many  local  civic  organizations  who  have 
donated  equipment,  services,  and  financial  support  to  our  Agency 
Programs;  to  organizations  which  have  made  space  available  for 
Clinic  Programs,  co  the  School  Nurses  and  the  many  volunteers  who 
have  assisted  us  in  providing  services,  and  to  you  the  taxpayers  for 
your  continued  support  of  our  appropriation  requests.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS  AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business,  good  busi- 
ness! This  slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the  N.H.  Division  of  Forests 
and  Lands,  Forest  Fire  Service  since  1909  when  the  first  forest  fire 
laws  were  passed  by  the  Legislature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  protection  pro- 
gram of  State  and  local  forest  fire  personnel  that  has,  in  the  past  75 
years,  established  New  Hampshire  as  a  leader  in  forest  fire  preven- 
tion and  control.  Our  annual  acreage  loss  to  forest  fires  of  one-half 
acre  per  fire  is  the  best  in  the  nation.  This  fire  record  has  come 
about  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  our  state/town  forest  fire 
protection  program.  The  state  provides  detection  of  fires,  training 
for  local  forest  fire  wardens,  low  cost  forest  fire  suppression  equip- 
ment to  local  fire  departments,  and  technical  advice  at  the  fire  ground. 
Local  governments  provide  the  volunteer  fire  fighters  who  are  ap- 
pointed as  wardens  and  deputy  wardens  and  who  respond  quickly  to 
suppress  reported  forest  fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual  acres 
lost  to  forest  fires  since  1910  when  the  average  fire  burned  33  acres 
compared  to  the  modern  day  loss  of  one-half  acre  per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/towns  and  our  en- 
tire citizenry  can  this  record  be  maintained.

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STUDY  COMMITTEE  ON  HOUSING  FOR  THE  ELDERLY 

The  Committee  was  charged  by  the  Selectmen  with  establishing 
whether  there  is  a  need  for  and  interest  in  housing  for  the  elderly  in 
Alton. 

All  citizens  over  the  age  of  60  whose  names  were  known  to  Town 
authorities  were  noticed  by  mail.  Of  168  questionnaires  returned,  147 
were  in  favor  of  such  housing  while  only  12  were  definitely  against 
and  8  expressed  no  opinion.  109  said  that  they  would  not  themselves 
be  candidates  at  the  present  time.  57  expressed  a  desire  to  make  use 
of  such  housing  if  it  were  to  be  completed  within  two  years  and  an 
additional  56  wished  to  be  kept  on  the  mailing  list.  It  is  known  that 
20  former  Alton  citizens  are  residing  in  housing  for  the  elderly  in 
other  towns. 

Committee  members  were  in  contact  with  both  the  N.  H.  Housing 
Finance  Agency  and  H.U.D.  to  explore  avenues  for  financing  such  a 
project  and  as  a  result  of  information  received  from  these  and  other 
sources,  the  recommendation  was  made  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
form  a  private  non-profit  corporation  to  apply  for  funds  under  the 
Federal  guidelines.  At  their  request  this  has  been  done  and  "Alton 
Housing  for  the  Elderly,  Inc.",  is  now  a  legal  entity  formed  in  srtict 
compliance  with  Federal  requirements. 

Tax  deductible  private  contributions  are  being  sought  to  provide 
for  necessary  operating  expenses  and  to  pay  for  professional  assist- 
ance in  putting  together  a  grant  application  so  that  no  time  will  be 
lost  in  seeking  the  very  limited  funds  now  available  for  this  type  of 
project.  The  Planning  Board  has  cooperated  by  presenting  a  pro- 
posed zoning  change  that  would  be  necessary  in  order  to  comply  with 
government  regulations. 

Realistically  it  will  be  quite  a  few  months  before  we  will  know 
whether  funds  are  to  be  granted  even  for  this  year,  but  your  corpor- 
ation intends  to  press  ahead  as  quickly  as  possible  in  its  efforts  to 
meet  this  housing  need  in  the  Town,

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OILMAN  LIBRARY  REPORT 

The  Gilman  Library  has  had  a  very  busy  year  of  growth.  Marjorie 
Mohr,  our  Head  Librarian,  has  made  many  contributions  during  1982 
which  include  completing  the  cataloging  of  the  Library's  collection, 
developing  an  outstanding  Summer  Reading  Club,  coaching  a  Drama 
Club  whose  efforts  culminated  in  the  presentation  of  a  play  during 
Old  Home  Week,  and  organizing  and  setting  up  the  new  Agnes  Thomp- 
son Room  in  the  lower  level  of  the  Library.  In  the  early  fall,  Mar- 
jorie accepted  the  position  of  Librarian  with  the  Alton  School  and 
thus  continues  to  serve  the  community  of  Alton. 

Marjorie  was  assisted  by  Mary  Batchelder  in  all  phases  of  the  Li- 
brary's operation.  Mary  completed  five  years  of  much  appreciated 
service  to  the  Gilman  Library  and  she,  too,  has  accepted  a  full-time 
position  in  the  Alton  School.  We  wish  Marjorie  and  Mary  continued 
success  as  they  pursue  these  new  opportunities. 

Following  a  month  long  search  and  interviews,  the  trustees  selec- 
ted Patricia  and  Sydney  Merrill  as  Head  Librarians  and  Susan  Lord 
as  Assistant  Librarian.  The  Merrills  reside  in  Alton  and  have  already 
increased  the  services  of  the  Gilman  Library.  Many  residents  have 
visited  the  Library  and  have  been  surprised  by  the  growth  in  the  Li- 
brary's collection  as  well  as  new  programs. 

A  video  cassette  recorder  was  donated  to  the  Gilman  Library  by 
Albert  Burbank.  In  addition,  a  T.V.  was  loaned  by  Chris  Merrill, 
which  now  allows  the  Library  to  offer  movies.  In  addition,  a  copying 
machine  is  available  that  will  produce  excellent  quality  copies  at  a 
reasonable  price.  The  trustees  hope  these  new  services  will  be  sup- 
ported by  the  residents  of  Alton. 

A  new  book  cart  for  children's  books  was  purchased.     The  cart, 
made    by    David    Kellar,    is   very    popular   with  the  young  children.    A 
further  service  for  children  is  the  provision  of  a  story  hour  on  Wed- 
nesday afternoon. 

During  1982,  the  circulation  totaled  12,119  books.  340  books  were 
added  to  the  collection  which  now  totals  10,555  volumes.  Several 
books  as  well  as  magazine  subscriptions  have  been  donated. 

Several  groups  in  town  have  held  meetings  in  the  Agnes  Thompson 
Meeting  Room  during  the  past  year.    The  room  is  very  popular  with  all. 

The  Friends  of  the  Gilman  Library  had  a  very  active  year.  They 
sponsored  a  puppet  Show  for  children  during  Old  Home  Week.  The 
officers  and  members  with  Polly  Bakeman  as  President,  Madeline 
Griffin  as  Treasurer  and  Orrissa  Rines  as  Secretary  held  four  inform- 
ative meetings  during  the  year.    The  Friends  were  involved  in  pro- 
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ducing  and  selling  a  1983  Town  Calendar.  The  project  was  a  great 
success.  The  Friends  would  like  to  thank  all  who  participated  in 
the  project.

LANDFILL 

The  Landfill  was  open  a  total  of  209  days  between  April  and  De- 
cember of  1982.  During  this  time,  18,477  vehicles  visited  the  site. 
This  averages  out  to  about  88  vehicles  per  day  using  the  Landfill. 

Volume  measurements  taken  in  October  of  1982  show  that  the 
Landfill  is  filling  at  only  59%  of  the  estimated  rate.  At  this  filling 
rate  and  with  the  increased  compaction  of  the  new  loader,  we  are 
expecting  several  additional  years  of  use  at  this  site.

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STATE  REPRESENTATIVE'S  REPORT 

Jane  F.  Sanders,  State  Representative 
Alton,  Gilmanton,  Belknap  County,  District  #6 

The  Lakes  Region  continues  to  grow,  a  trend  reflected  in  the  final 
legislative  reapportionment.  Alton  is  now  part  of  a  two-town  district 
with  Gilmanton  (and  with  Barnstead  on  its  own)  Belknap  County  was 
allocated  19  members  in  the  House,  up  one  from  the  last  reapportion- 
ment, while  several  counties  lost  representatives  due  to  population 
decreases. 

While  the  1983  legislative  session  brings  a  realignment  of  districts 
it  will  also  bring  a  reassessment  of  many  traditional  issues.  Finan- 
cially, the  state  must  deal  with  a  continuing  deficit  and  growing  de- 
mands for  services.  The  challenge  is  to  find  a  solution  to  the  short- 
fall of  money  without  further  cuts  in  already  depleted  state  services. 
Some  say  the  solution  is  new  taxes.  The  reality  is  however  not  if 
there  will  be  new  taxes,  but  what  form  the  additional  taxes  will  take. 
Others  say  government  reorganization  is  the  answer.  The  issue  is 
not  if  there  will  be  reorganization  but  which  agency  has  the  most  po- 
litical clout  to  avoid  reorganization  or  elimination. 

In  sum,  the  hot  seat  in  Concord  will  probably  remain  so  through- 
out the  legislative  session.  When  is  is  over,  it  will  be  seen  as  a 
session  of  extremely  difficult  votes.  It  is  expecially  at  a  time  such 
as  this  that  the  public  can  make  the  difference  in  a  hotly  contested 
issue.  It  is  a  time  when  1  rely  on  the  general  public  to  contact  me 
frequently  regarding  their  views.  The  votes  of  this  session  will  guide 
the  state  for  the  next  several  decades.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ALTON  WATER  DEPARTMENT  1982 

The  Alton  Water  Department  completed  the  new  water  line  from 
the  reservoir  to  Pearson  Rd.  with  few  problems.  The  new  line,  with 
its  larger  pipe  also  increased  the  capacity  of  water  to  the  town  mak- 
ing the  hydrant  system  much  more  effective  and  giving  a  better  dis- 
tribution of  water  throughout  the  town. 

The  commissioners  found  it  necessary  to  increase  the  water  rates 
this  year  due  to  the  higher  cost  of  electricity.  Further  increases  may 
be  put  into  effect  if  the  cost  of  electricity  continues  to  rise  in  order 
to  successfully  operate  the  department.  The  rates,  however,  had  not 
been  raised  since  1955. 

The  commissioners  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  A.  William  Heidke  for 
his  sixteen  years  of  service  and  dedication  to  the  department.  He 
was  instrumental  in  making  the  department  as  smooth  running  as  it 
has  now  become.  Although  the  new  pipe  line  was  completed  after  his 
term  of  office  was  over,  his  support  and  assistance  greatly  aided  its 
completion. 

A  new  fire  hydrant  was  added  off  the  new  line  on  Bay  Hill  Rd.  A 
number  of  repairs  have  been  made  this  year.  Many  of  our  lines  that 
had  been  annual  problems  due  to  freezing  will  now  be  taken  care  of. 
We  feel  that  our  equipment  is  in  reasonable  repair.
